In bis speech at tho Court House a 


lew evenings ago Congressman New- 
lande pointed out the importance of 
making Beno a distributing center. 
Be adrieed that a competent commit- 
tee be appointed to consult with the 
railroad people on the subject and ex- 
pressed the hope that continuous pres- 
•me, without heat or rancor, would 
eventually produce an ioapression, for, 
in his opinion, it is as much in the in- 
terest of the railroad people BB of the 
citizens of Beno to build up this State. 


A plain statement of facts relative to 


the transportation qmestion in Nevada 
certainly could not be considered 
heated or rancorous by the railroad 
company. Under existing regulations, 
unless merchants misrepresent mat- 
tery and as proof that they do not 
they exhibit freight receipts to sub- 
stantiate their assertions, a Nevada 
merchant pays nearly three times as 
mnch for a carload of freight from 
points east of the Missouri river as a 
baoramento merchant has to pay for a 
similar carload taken through Nevada 
and over the Sierra Nevada. That is a 
reason, and a very convincing one too, 
why goods purchased at the factories 
in the East cannot be sold as cheap in 
Nevada as in Sau Francisco or Sacra- 
mento, on the west side of the Sierra 
Nevada, though Nevada is nearer the 
factory and the goods sold in Sacra- 
mento or San Francisco are taken, 
through Nevada. To make Reno a dis- 
tributing center, as suggested by Mr. 
Newlands, it is only necessary for the 
railroad company to give the Beno 
merchant an equal show with the Cali- 
fornia merchant. Nevadans as a gen- 
eral rale believe in fair play. They do 
not ask the railroad people to discrimi- 
nate in their favor against San Fran- 
cisco. 
They do not ask for a lower 


rate than is given San Francisco on 
goods from the East because of the 
shorter haul, but they cannot be right- 
fully charged with being heated or 
rancorous in imploring the railroad 
people to charge them no more for 
leaving their freight at Elko, Winne- 
mucca or Beuo than they would charge 
for hauling the same freight through 
the State and over the mountains to 
tide water on the other side. 


It ia greatly to be hoped that the 


committee, which Mr. Newlande sug- 
gested should be appointed by the 
people of Beno, will take the troable 
to ascertain whether it bo a fact that 
freight rates from the East to Nevada 
are about three times as high as the; 
are to tide water, and, if so, call the at- 
tention of the railroad people to such 
unjust discrimiuation. 
Surely the 


pressure need not be great nor <-p-|. 
tinnons to get the railroad people to 
right each a great wrong. 
It is man- 


ifestly so unjust to compel the Nevada 
merchant to pay nearly three times as 
much for a carload of freight left in 
Nevada as it would cost him to have

Millions of Found* Every Tear Get Tangled 


Up In Commerce. 


Perhaps there is no staple article 


about which less is known by the aver- 
age person than human hair as an ar- 
ticle of commerce. It will doubtless 
surprise many when it is stated that 
the dealers ia human hair goods do not 
depend on chance clippings here and 
there, but that there is a regular hair 
harvest that can always be relied upon 
It is estimated that over 12,000,000 
pounds of human hair arc used annu- 
ally ill the civilized world for adorning 
the heads of women. In New York city 
alone over four tons of this class of 
goods are imported yearly. 


"Not a little of the hair used In this 


country," said a New York dealer to 
the writer, "comes from the heads of 
American women, and it is fully as fine 
in shade and texture as the imported ar- 
ticle. We had a big harvest during the 
craze that the fair sex had not long ago 
for having their hair cut short. Many 
thousands of women who then had their 
locks sheared have since bitterly regret- 
ted it, as m many instances their hair 
has grown so slowly that they have 
been compelled to wear a wig or a 
switch since tho fashion changed. After 
the majority of women reach the' age of 
SO the hair seems to partially lose its 
vigor, and if cut it will not grow long 
again. 


"Two-thirds of the ladies nowadays 


use false hair more or lesa The decree 
of fashion, or the desire to conceal a de- 
fect or heighten a charm, is the reason 
of course. One woman, for instance, 
has a high forehead and wishes to re- 
duce it ui appearance Another has 
worn off the front hair by continued 
frizzing and would like to conceal the 
fact 
Both make use of a front or top 


piece, with n "hoice of many styles. 


"Ladies' wigs cost from $20 to $300; 


half wigs, top pieces and switches from 
flO to $50, according to quality. 


"The largest supply of hair comes 


from Switzerland, Germany and the 
French provinces. There is a human 
hair market in Merlons, in the depart- 
ment of the lower Pyrenees; held every 
Friday 
Hundreds of hair traders walk- 


up and down the one street of the vil- 
lage, their shears dangling from their 
belts, and inspect the braids which the 
peasant girls, standing on the steps of 
the houses, let down for inspection. If 
a bargain is struck, the hair i# cut and. 
the money paid on the spot, the price 
varying from 60 cents to $5 in our 
money. 


"A woman's hair may grow to the 


length of 6 feet, and 1 know n .lady 
who has been offered and refused $500 
for her crown of glory, which is over 
6 feet long A single female hair-will 
bear np a weight of four ounces with- 
out breaking, but the hair thus heavily 
weighted must be dark brown, for' bfond 
hair breaks under a strain of 2 % oniJces. 
There are some 2,000 importers,riniinu- 
facturers and dealers in human hair in

The Basques. 


The Basques, or Euskaldunak, as they | 


call themselves, on account of the prim- ] 
itive character of their institutions,! 
bnt more particularly because of the 
archaic features of their language, have 
long attracted the attention of ethnolo- 
gists. Few writers on European travel 
have been able to keep their hands off 
this interesting people. Owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining information from 
the original Basque sources a wide 
range of speculation has been offered 
for cultivation. Interest for a long time 
mainly centered in the language, the 
physical characteristics were largely 
neglected. The last ten years have, 
however,, witnessed a remarkable change 
in this respect A series of brilliant in- 
vestigations has been offered to science, 
based Almost entirely upon the study of 
the living population. As a consequence 
this people haswithm a decade emerged 
from the hazy domain of romance into 
the clear light of scientific knowledge. 
Much yet remains to be accomplished, 
but enough is definitely known to war- 
rant many conclusions both as to their 
physical origin and ethnic affinities.— 
"The Racial Geography of Europe" in 
Popular Science Monthly.

One day soon, after Lincoln's call for 


800,000 more men, irring, then a yoring 
man, was on his \"ay to Defiance, p., 
from Port Wayne Jtor the pnrpose of 
singing at a political and lojral meeting. 
He had considerable. reputation as a 
composer and singer and the Republic- 
sins had asked him to come and help 
them.: On the .way he read the poem, 
which had just .been published. Irving 
studied it, formulated a tune, hummed 
it and got the rhythm, and that even- 
ing at the Defiance meeting he sang 
the song for tho first time. When he 
had finished, and the -last echoes ,had 
died away, men mounted their chairs 
with wild enthusiasm, swung: their 
hats and broke loose in cheers that rang 
with feeling. He Eaiig it again and 
again, and they would scarcely let him 
rest.

" The nest night-he sang thesong at 
Fort Wayne, and again aroused the 
eamo enthusiasm. He wrote out the 
music and sent it to the publisher who 
had handled what he Lad composed, 
with instructions to publish it on his 
usual terms of royalty. It was publish- 
ed, and-inside of a month, more than 
40,000 copies had been sold. In a few 
days the publisher failed and Irving 
never received a dollar for the music.—
